THE JUDGE DISMISSES THE JURY

And Tries the Case Himself by the Right of
an Amcient Act.

Wife murderers are not having an easy
time in conrt. .John Tierney vesterday
pleaded guilty to the murder of his wife,
RBrideet, and was given a second degree ver-
diet. Judge Ewing, who presided, di=
missed the jury and determined the verdict
liimself. This procedure is & very unusnal
one, aud is seldom resorted to in conrt
1t is authorized by the net of April 22, 1784,
& section of which reads:

“Bnt if such person shall be convicted by
confessing, *he Court shall proceed by the
exumination of witnesses to determine the
dezree of the erime and to give sentence ac-
oordingly.” This seotion has never been
riprenled or altered.  No eaze has been tried
uniler it in Allegheny county since 10 years
azo
The murder of which Tierney has been
eonvieted occurred July 21 at his howe,
Xo. T Denny court, between Twenty-nimh
ned Thirtieth streets, He threw a lamp at
hie wite, whn wac hurned so ﬂ"'f!‘el}' that
on the following dar she died at the West
Penn Hospital, The defendant, it is said,
woas sontew hat nnder the influenee of liguor
a1 the time nnd quarreled with his wife and
theew the lamp.  The morming session was
chicfly oceupied in tecuring a jury. A
lirtle testimony woas taken. Distriet Atr-
torney Buarleigh condueted the prosecation
snt! Thomas M. Masshall, Jr., the defense.

THE DEAD WOMAN'S STORY.

In the aficrnoon Detective Sol Conleon
testified to having had the dying deposition
of Mr<. Tiernery taken. The statement re-
Intes thnt at 11 o'eleck at night .ltll}' o
the  defendanmt eame home, Nothing o¢-
curresd 1o anger him.  He picked up a lamp
from the mantelpiese amr threw it at his
witi while she was poing down stairs. This
was placed in evidenee, and witnesses were
called to testify to the arrest of Tierney
and af the bLroken lamp glass being found
in the room and on the stnirway of the
Tierner kouse; of the smell of oil and of
the brning elothing. Michael Sweidersky,
Mre. Julin Considine, Mrs Mary Flaherty
and Vilipers 1. T Thompson, G, G. Me-
Alepse and Diod=on were called. The officers
pave an aecount of the arrest and the others
told of Mre. Tierney runnin; from the

onsr with her clothes on fire and telling
that her hushand had thrown a lnmp at her.
The Commorwealth then rested

Attorney Marshall thea announeed that
there was no partienlas defense and that the
defense wonld withidruw its plea of “not
guiliy “and enter a plea of “‘zuiliy.”

Judge Ewing then dischary the jury
and proogeded with the case, hearing him-
sell snme of the testimony over again and
them that of the twe children of Tierney.
Ther had not seen the lsmp thrown.,  After
shart spoeches by each attorney Judge
Ewing said:

FIRST DEGRER IMPOSSIHLE.

“T would hesitate inthis case to hold that
thers wus any intent o take life, und there-

fore eannor find a verdiet of murder in the
first degree, but the act of throwing the
i;‘:uT- wing done |l‘i||ll“_\' it has all the
noture of sepond degree, and 1 therefore
1sste this onder.

“And now Ovtaber T, 1801, the defendant
taving withdrawn his plea of not gnilty
al having pleaded guilty, and the Court
Inving procecded 1o hear the testimony of
the Commonwealth and the defense in order
to find nnd determine the degree of the
critae, and having o heard the testimony
sud arpuments of connsel there n and hav-
ing vomsidered the same, do find and deter-
mine the degree of the erime of which the
defendunt, has been indicted and to which he
ha pleaded guilty to be murder of the sec-
o dpzres.

The defendant will be given a chance to
produce character witnesses on Saturiday,
and then be sentenced.

He said there was no question of the
amount of gas in the MeGahey field, and he
considered the prospects for a winter's sup-

Natural Gas Company, said that there was
a slight shortage in their supply due to an
accident to one of the pumps, This would
be soon remedied. Two new pumps were
being added, and altogether he reported the
prospective supply for the winter as being
up to thut of last year.

ALL ON FULL VALUE.

Commissioner Mercer Demands Honest
Assessment Methods,

HE WANTS THETAXES EQUALIZED.

Ko Reasons Now Exist Why County Valua-
tions Shounld Differ.

SOME OF THE INEQUALITIES SHOWN

If the views held by County Commis-
sioner Mercer and Chief Clerk Siebert
and enunciated at the late eonvention of
County Commissioners from all over the
State were given the benefit of a practieal
test there is no doubt that county debis
would soon be wiped onut, and that many
whose taxes are now a burden would find
them lowered by equalization. It will re-
quire the hardest kind of work to secure
men of sufficient standing, as well as hon-
esty, to effect the reform, not that Assessors
are essentinlly dishonest and sinners bevond
all other men; but simply that they are
human and like office even though it may
not pay more then 52 n day, and the assessed
are not any more honest than they ought to
be, and as long as their ox is not gored they
will sit ealmly and see injustice done. The
triennial nssessment will be made in a few
wecks and it is pertinent to eall attention
at this time to some glaring abuses that
ought not to be allowed to be perpetrated,

As Mr. Mercer said at the convention, it
is not only necessary that County Com-
missioners should be honest, but also that
they know their business and know when
to send an assessor walking and force him
to do honest work. It is also necessary that
the Commissioners have the courage to
force & rycophantie or dishonest assessor
to do his work.

ASSESSMENTS ARE MISLEADING.

Mr. Mercer calls attention to a species of
rascality in which there is at present no
profit, and which secms to be maintained
cither through ignornnee or apathy, and it
is misleading to those who would like to
form an approximate estimate of the land
value of the State from assessment retnrns
Onee the State laid a tax on real estate, and
County Commissioners, in order to cheat
the State, would direet the assessors to
value land at one-third, one-half or two-
thirds of its value. The cause of it way
something like this: For instance, Alle-
gheny County Commissioners would discover
that  Westmoreland county had  been
as<essed at but one-third of its value, while
Allegheny county had been assessed at one-
half.” They would eall the attention of the
assessors to the fact that Allegheny county
had been gonged by heing made to pay more
than its share of State tax. Aeccordingly,
to get even, the next year Allegheny county
valuations would be pulled down, and as the
aggregate pull wnuldr- be much greater than
in Westmoreland the latter would get the
worst of it. In this unchristian-like way
the counties clawed at each other's throats,
By and by, however, and a good many yvears
ago, too, the Stute cemsed to tax real estate,
but still the partial valuation plan was fol-
lowed and is still, and so many counties are
assessed at one-third, one-half, two-thirds,
three-fourths and at full rates. The old
iniquitons system still exists in rudiment-
ary form just as some unused paris of the
human body do, though they have ceased to
perform their functions for, perhaps, a thou-
sand generations or more.

HOW THE OLD PLAN WORKED.

The following table shows the work of the
old system, while the cutthroat motive that
generated it has no longer foree:

“If youare skeptical on the suhbjeet,”
continned Mr. Mereer, “come  with me and
I will show yon on the assessment hooks of
the county better evidence to substantiate
the doectrines of original sin and total de-
pravity than possessed by John Calvin and
all others of his school combined. There is
rascality practiced, not against the State,
bhut by one borough uagainst asnother, one
township againgg another, and one neighbor
against another? In the cities it is played
in another way. Some people par tazes
and others do not, as they have a way of es-
caping, aud there is also diserimination in
valuation, but this phase is not so glaring
as in the rural regions. In & borongh not a
dozen miles from the city live two prop-
erty owners  adjoining. One E 1Y
woman, and, like the locomotive, she can-
not vote, The other is an astute politician,
and ean not only vote but ean hustle politi-
cally. The woman gwns four lots, worth
probably at full value £1,500. Ske also has
two houses, one hrick and the other frame,
She has no occupation tax assessed against
her, and her total valuation is 31,325 This
is probably one-third of the actunl valne of
her ropm;lg.

‘“I'he reader will probably say or think
that this woruan has no reason to kick. But
she has, and irere is the proof of it, and if
any doubting Thomas wants to beta sum
worth talking about that she has not hecan
be accommodated, and even get odds of 2
to L.

PROTECTED BY THE ASSESSORS.

‘“Her neighbor, the political hustler, has
44 lots and one house and a stable, His
improvements are probably worth half those
of the lady, say £1,000, which is far within
the mark. He has several corner lots that
are worth, according to the way propert
sclls in tiu' horough, 1,000 each, and nﬁ
his lots if sold under the hammer will brin
at a low estimate $£200 spices, or £8,800, anﬁ
the whole, with improvements, would ho
ponsidered u gilt-rdged bargain by any real
estate dealer in  this ity at 10,000, Thus
the woman who eannot vote and has no
political influence has her property assesseid
at one-third of its actual value, and that of
the man who can vote and has politieal in-
fluence has his assessed at less than one-
venth of its value at a foreed sale. His
eight acres are asyessed as agricultural land,
though it is for sale in lots and isnot farmed,
save for a garden pateh, and assessed at $63

un acre, while hers is assessed at about §750 |

an aere. In 2 township ml{nining that is
exclusively agrienlturnl, land within a
mile is assessed at £225 and £275 an acre.
This svstem does not cheat the State, but it
does ehent some citizens of the county,
“Snch discrepancies may be foundall over
the country, and men who econsider them-

selves not only good citizens, but

any nssessor who dares to do his sworn
duty. [Is it any wonder that some weak as-
sessors are afraid to do their duty? As they
will be confronted next year by the com-
missioners with a record of sales in their
